It goes without saying that the mar-
ket value of n franchised corporation
is ganged by its emrning capacity or
the surplus of its earnings above fixed
chiarges and operating expenses.  or
example, it the plant of a franchised
corporation, inecluding right of way,
costs SO0, and the surplus over
and above operating expenses, ordinary

wenr and tear and  interest on the
money  invested  aggregates  SUO060,
the wvalue of the franchise, esti-

muated at liberal interest, say O per cent,
wollld be £1,000.000,  That I8 ta say,
nllowing Interest on the actunl invest-
ment and wear and tear as ordinary
profit of n fraochised corporation, the
extraordinary profit or surplus meas-
ured at 6 per cent would represent the
interest on the franchise,

Assume that the plant of a corporn-
tion enjoying a wvalvable privilege in
the shape of a state or municipal fran-
chiise is assessed In the same proportion
as all other property, why should the
state or municipality be deprived of the
tax justly assessable against the most
valunble asset of the corporation? It
may be true that the precinet assessors
cannot make returns of  a franchise
which is diffused over a whole county or
even a whole state. IPor that very reason
the county and state boards should
muake it their business fo require fran-
chised corporations to make a showing
of thelr earnings and expenses, with a
view to ascertaining the value of the
franchise for assessment purposes. No-
body will contend that the franchise
when assessed shall be rated for taxa-
tlon purposes at n different ratio from
thnt applied to all other property, but
it is only right and fair that franchises
or special privileges from which In-
comes are derlved through the publie
use shall bear thelr proportion of the
public burdens.

TO INSTITUTE CIVIL GUVERNMENT,

of Secretary Root will be to formulate
a plan for holding a popular election
in Cuba for the principal officers of the
provinces, who will hold and adwmlu-
Ister their places under the prolection
and general direction of the United
Ntates milltary authorities In accord-
ance with lostroetions of the president,
Preliminary to this u census of the popu-
lation will be taken, for which prepara-
tions are now making,

A BUSINESS CRUSADE.

A Baltimore dispatch of a few days
ago announced that a movement s on
foot among the jobbers in groceries in
Maryland to assist the association of
southern wholesale grocers in s op-
position to the exactions of the various
industrial  combinations Interested In
grocers'  speclalties.  There was 2
largely attended meeting of the South-
ern association some three weeks ago, at
which It was decided to make wuar on
combines nnd shortly after the meeting
a cnmpaign was started which resulted
in the drawing up of a list of the com-
bines from which the members of the
association will make no purchases, Tt
is stated that all the wmembers are
pledged to stand by ench other in the
fight. The jobbers who have joined in
the erusade intend 1o purchase entirely
from independent corporations.

The concerns agaiost which the asso-
cintion declires It will diseriminate are
the National Biscuit compuny, the Amer-
lean Sugar Refining company and the
American Tobaeco company, This move-
ment, which seems 1o have been gave-
fully organized, will be watehed with
great and general Interest, for it may
prove to be the beginning of a wide-
spread resistance on the part of jobbers
and retallers to the exactlons
trusts pod o practical means of crushing
the combinations, If this southern as-
soclation of grocers shall succeed In
what they have undertaken it will be
an incentive to the organlzation of llke
assoclations in other sections of the
country, not only of grocers, but of
other lines of business subject to trust
exactions, It Is therefore quite possible
that a most formidable crusade may
thus be organized agalnst the combina-
tlons, with tbe result of building up in-
dependent corporntons and ultimately
driving the trusts to the wall,

Bucceess will lnrgely depend, of course,
upon the good falth of those engaged In
tho wovement and It is perhaps in this
that the chief danger of fallure will be
found. The combinations will, of course,
spare po effort to draw members away
from the associntion and they can afford
10 offer lberal Induwcements in order to
accomplish this. It is, however, a com-
mendable effort to throw off trusi tyr-
anny and exactions and ought to be
successful,

Nebraska volunteers on thelr arrival In San
Franciseo and after thelr muster out will
escort them home, a second reception await-
ing them at Lincoln, the capital of that
stute, This s a degerved honor to and
recoguition of a regiment that has rendeced
signal service in the Phillppines,

The Nebraska reglment has not been sec-
ond to any in fighting quallties. lndeed, it
bas endured an unusunl amount of hardship.
For weeks in the advance from Manlla it was
on the firing line. Its steadiness and hero-
j4m excited the admiration of the general
officers and old regulars, who have no use
for volunteers, were glud to acknowledge the
splendid soldierly gqualities of the boys from
the c¢orn-husking state. Plainsmen and
mountaineers allke have won the distinction,
It I8 the fighting blood of the plonecer that
has ever been flvst to shed ltself for the na-
tion's cause.

Searcely a year has elapsed since these
brave, hardened, disciplined soldlers, who
have marched and fought as Napoleon's old
guard never did, were farmers' boys and
clerks, mechanies and laborers In the state
of Nebraska. The man who transformed
them into soldlers and, from an undisciplined
maes of 1,200 recrults, evolved as splendid o
fighting machine as ever marched under the
flog, was brave Colonel Stotsenberg, who fell
in one of thelr desperate charges, shot dead
at the head of the regiment. For his exanct
discipline he was berated by politiclans of all
parties In his state, who are now tumbling
over eénch other to do honor to his memory
and the regiment that his genlus created.
The Zoliticlans will be forgotten, but the
name of Btotsenberg and the deeds of the
reglment he led to his death will be forever
Imprinted upon the history of Nebraska and
the nation.

STATISTICS ON ITMMIGRATION.

Figures Show n Notable Increase Dur-
ing the Past Year,
New York Times,

There wis a notable increase in Immigra-
tion during the fisca! year ended June 30.
The immigration burenu reports the total at
311,707 as agalnst 220,290 for the preceding
fiscal year. The number {s by no means so
great, however, as dn past years of great
prosperity, when this country seemed all gold
to the impoverished and struggling peoples
of the old world, In the rich year of 1880
there were 457,207 Immigrants; In 1881, 660,
431; In 1882, 788,082, which is the largest
number for any one year in our history.

In the prosperous year in the beginning
of the present decade the volume of Immi-
gratlon agaln swelled to blg proportions,
Thera wore 623,084 In 1892 and (02,617 in
1803, but the coming on of hard times in the
latter year chocked the etream, there being
only 314,467 In 1594 and 279,048 In 1885,

The United Kingdom and Germany used to
he the great sources of the stream. They are
surpassed now by Italy and Russia. During
the decade 1881-40 there was an annual aver-
age of 146,000 Immigrants from Great Brit-
alp, of which 65,000 were Irish; an average
of 145,000 from Germany, while ltaly sent
an average of only 30,000 and Russia and
Poland less than 600 & year, Last year Great
Hritailn sent 87,000, of which 31,000 were
Irish, and Germuny 26,000, But Italy came
to the fore with no less than 75,000 Lmml-
grapts, which s the largest number sent us
by any one country., The report of the bu-
resu of Immigration oredits Russin with less
than 2,000 immigrants last year, but we gup-
poke that the greater part of the immigrants
clagsed s Hebrew ocame from Lhat country.
On the other hand, [t seems probable that of
the 20,000 credited to Poland the larger part
must have been Hebrews.

Norway and Bweden, which sent us an
average of 066,000 a year duripg the last dec-
ade, have fullen to 23,000, including Danes.
Only vne Swiss was reported as arriving last
yenr; there used to be about 5,000 eyery
year, There were Fews than 1,000 Hungari-
ans, which 48 & tréemendous falllog off from
the average of 80000 a yeur thiat was for-
merly the rule, Perhaps this is no occasion
for mourning, as thls class of Immigrants
came with mo Iotention of remaining.

There never was a  clearer. o
sironger, a more Incontrovertible example
of the beneficent and influential eperation
of a protective tariff in building up home
industries than that afforded by the history

of the Un-plate Industry in the United
States,  Prior to 1800 no tin-plate was
manufactured In this country. Amerloans

use more tin-olate than any other people
and all we used was bought abroad, mostly
in Walea. This was because the forelgn
manufacturer, being able to obinln skilled
lubor 4t about half the rale of wages cur-
rent in this country, could make tin-plate
§0 much more cheaply thin it could then be
produced hore that competition with him
was Impracticable. This  situation was
brought to the attention of the ways and
means committee, of which Mr, MceKinley
was theén chalrman, and the tarlff bill of
1800, the so-called MeKinley b, subjected
foreign tin-plate to a protective duty.

The result was Immedinte. To the utter
confusion of the demoeratie free traders,
who' jnelsted that tin<nlate could not ba
minufactured here, and who shed many
bitter tears over the distress of the work-
ingman who would ba compelled to pay so
much more for his dinner pail, American
tin<plate manufactories sprang up at once.
The industry advanced By leaps and bounds,
and by the time the calamity-breeding Wil-
son tarlff woas epacted It had attaloed to
siich proportlons that even the democrats
shrank from removing the protective bar-
rier behind which it had been developed.
They reduced the tin-plate duty, but did
not repeal it, and the Industry, by that time
toe firmly established to bhe eerlously af-
fected, continued to prosper, Tt was prop-
erly cared for in the Dingley or present
tariff, and now It employs some 20,000 men
at excellent wages, nnd it Is estimated that
the advance just granted will invelve the
distribution among them of an additional
$1,000,000 annually. Could the protective
principle be more conclusively vindicated?

RESULT IS  SATISFACTORY

Report of the United States Nonard of
Ordoance on Gun Tents Re=-
cently Made,

WASHINGTON, July 20,—The report of
the board of ordmance and fortificatlons of
tcats recently made ot Sandy Hook has been
made public by the War department., One
of the tests was the firing of an Isham shell
contalning 113 pounds of explosive gelatine
from a twelve-inch gun with 415 pounds of
powder, The shell welghed 1,018 pounds
loaded, No fuse was employed, as It wns
desired to test the abllity of the loaded shell
not only to endure with safety the shock of
discharge, but also the shock of impaot.

Tho result was most satisfactory. These
shells are now to be tested agalnst armor
plate. The board witnessed a firing test of
the seventy-five-Inch Maxim-Nordenfeldt
quick-firlng mountain gun and says that in
goneral excellence thls gun Is believed to be
superior to any other of Itg kind now In the
service,

The board then inspected fragments of
shells in which the high explosive thorite
Lad been used as a bursting charge. The
fragmentation waa satisfactory. The re-
sulls of the teste so far made with this ex-
plosive are considored to he very satiufuc-
tory, both for field and slege projectiles.

The board al the sime time tested the
Sims-Dudley powder pneumatic guns of five
inches. Two and one-half-Inch projectiles
were londed with explosive gelatine bursting
charbes,  The Merriam fuse, 1L is stated,
has proven both safe and relluble,

The board has prepared a program to sub-
Ject thorite to o final test in order to fully
establish its value. The report is signed
by General Miles, president of the board.
